President Aklestad introduced Chief Justice Turnage, who gave the following address: 
STATE OF THE JUDICIARY ADDRESS 
by Honorable J. A. Turnage 
Chief Justice, Montana Supreme Court 
Joint Session of the Fifty-Fifth Legislature 
President Akelstad, Speaker Mercer, members of the Senate and House, Governor Racicot, Justices of the Montana 


Supreme Court, distinguished public officials, staff of the Fifty-Fifth Legislature, guests, ladies and gentlemen. 
Thank you for this honor and privilege to address this joint session of the Fifty-Fifth Legislature. 
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I would like to take this time to highlight some of the Judiciary’s workload, its accomplishments and its concerns. 


Before doing so, I think it is appropriate to review some history and constitutional provisions concerning separation 
of powers that have placed the Judiciary of the State of Montana as a distinct and separate branch of Montana 
government with the Legislative and Executive branches. 


The great charter of liberties of King John, the Magna Carta, granted at Runingmede, June 15, 1215--a charter of 
freedom for the individual--separated the total power over citizens then concentrated in the hands of the king, and 
gave to individual citizens a voice in the control over their lives and liberties. 


This doctrine of separation of powers is as important to the Legislative branch of government as it is to the Judicial 
and Executive branches. 


James Madison, a principal author of the Constitution of the United States, expressed it eloquently when he wrote: 
The accumulation of all powers, legislative, executive, and judicial, in the same hands, whether of one, a few, or 
many, and whether hereditary, self-appointed, or elective, may justly be pronounced the very definition of tyranny. 


Madison’s admonition found its way into the Constitution of the United States and is found in Articles I, II and III. 
The doctrine was adopted in the 1889 Constitution of Montana in Article IV, Section 1, and, in 1972, the people 
of Montana adopted Article III, Section 1, of the Constitution of Montana providing: Separation of powers. The 
power of the government of this state is divided into three distinct branches--Legislative, Executive, and Judicial. 
No person or persons charged with the exercise of power properly belonging to one branch shall exercise any power 
properly belonging to either of the others, except as in this constitution expressly directed or permitted. 


It is beyond challenge or argument that the constitutional doctrine of separation of powers is the linchpin that holds 
the constitutional guarantees of our government together. The right of our people to choose their form of 
government and to protect their lives, liberties and property is dependent upon this doctrine. 


It is important for all of us to keep in mind that an effective government for the people of this state requires 
understanding and cooperation between the legislative, executive and judicial branches, recognizing, of course, the 
constitutional limitations on the respective areas of authority of each branch. 


It is when one branch of government attempts to exercise the power of another branch of government that the 
separation of powers doctrine applies. There are many areas of administrative, nonpolicy matters in which inter- 
branch cooperation is needed and proper. 


Your perspective, the Governor’s perspective, and our perspective within the Judiciary must be guided by the 
knowledge that a strong and independent Judiciary is crucial to the preservation of our legal rights and constitutional 
liberty. Words in our state and federal constitutions, and in our state and federal statutes, are only words until they 
are construed and upheld by our courts. Such provisions are not self-executing. The members of the State Bar and 
our state courts are the first line of defense against attacks on these rights and liberties and are crucial to maintaining 
stability in difficult and changing times. 


As all of you know, the Supreme Court in a unanimous opinion decided, February 27th, in the major class action 
tax case of Albright and others, against the State of Montana and others, reversed the order of the Cascade County 
District Court holding that the Department of Revenue had failed to equalize the values of taxpayers’ properties as 
required by the Montana Constitution and as required by statute. 


The Cascade County District Court concluded that the Department’s market-based method of appraisal and 
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equalization which utilizes, depending on available data, the market data approach, income approach and cost 
approach or combinations thereof, violated section 15-7-112, MCA. The District Court concluded that this section 
allowed only one method or approach to appraisal and that the Department’s use of three approaches violated this 
statute. The District Court basically ruled that there can be no flexibility in appraisal by the Department. In this, 
the District Court erred. 


Likewise the District Court erred in concluding that Article VIII, Section 3, of the Montana Constitution required 
that a single approach to appraised value is all that can be utilized by the Department. 


The Supreme Court decision in the Albright case makes it clear that the framers of the Montana Constitution 
intended and the Constitution provides that the Legislature shall have broad flexibility to provide by statute for 
appraisal, assessment and equalization of all property in Montana. Article VIII, Section 3, of the Montana 
Constitution provides: "The state shall appraise, assess, and equalize the valuation of property which is to be taxed 
in a manner provided by law." There is no mention in this Article of any one or more methods or limitations on 
the Legislature in achieving these mandates. 


The transcript of the Montana Constitutional Convention debate clearly establishes that this was the intent of the 
framers in adopting Article VIII, Section 3. 


In debate, Delegate Russell C. McDonough was directed a question by Delegate Peter Lorello. The transcript 
states: Let’s get to the word "equalize." And let’s suppose that today we build a home in Billings costing $25,000. 
Let’s then build another home in Philipsburg, Montana, and it too will cost $25,000. Now then, would you tell 
me what the taxes would be on these two homes? Just what would they be at the end of the year? How would you 
equalize these things, between the two cities? 


Delegate McDonough answered: What we do by this proposal, we don’t tell anybody how they’re going to equalize 
these two taxes between these two counties; we leave that to the Legislature. And one thing I’d like to make clear 
on that here--that we don’t say anything has to be equalized in any one manner. We leave that to the Legislature 
and the body that they set up . . . . We don’t say that land has to be taxed on market value. And incidentally, 
houses are--residential houses are in Montana. We don’t say that other land can’t be taxed on productive value . 
. . . And there’s nothing in what we’re proposing that you can’t tax it on productive value. This thing about 
changing--how do you arrive at valuation, we’re leaving that wide open, because how to arrive at valuation of any 
piece of property is very complex. And market value is just one of the things you take into consideration. Now, 
on the difference between the houses. Presently now, houses are started off with--that class of property does start 
off with market value. And if the house is only worth--you build a house in Philipsburg and if there’s not too much 
market for a house and you pay $25,000 for it, it might only be worth 20. And if the Legislature says that houses 
will be on market value, then that house will be 20 in Philipsburg and 25 in Billings .. . . But I don’t know what 
the Legislature is going to do. They might actually go to a rental value instead of a market value... . And they 
should be allowed that flexibility . . . .[ know that the Fifty-Fifth Legislature has serious issues pending concerning 
property taxation. The Supreme Court’s February 27th opinion in the Albright case reaffirms that the delegates to 
the Montana Constitutional Convention and the Constitution provide the Legislature the authority to equalize the 
value of taxable property in Montana as the Legislature, by law, shall determine and that the Legislature is not 
limited in providing methods for fair and equitable assessment and appraisal to achieve equalization. 


Some review of the ever-increasing litigation filed in our courts of limited jurisdiction, district courts and the 
Supreme Court is needed for all of us to have a perspective on the case loads of the Montana Judiciary. 


I realize that statistics are not altogether appealing and if you occasionally look at your watches, I will not be 
concerned--unless you start shaking them. 
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The number of new case filings in the Supreme Court for 1996 was 731. Compared to the 580 case filings in 
1995, this is a 21 percent increase. If the percentage increase continues in this and future years, the appellate 
work of the Court will be in jeopardy. Inevitable delay in resolving appeals will occur, and time needed to carefully 
consider appellate matters will suffer. We urge this Legislature and the next Legislatures to consider providing 
some type of intermediate appellate court system for Montana. Thirty-nine states now have such courts and many 
have, in addition, family courts or youth courts. 


On case dispositions by opinion for civil cases, tort actions amounted to 20 percent of the case load. Of the other 
80 percent of the civil case dispositions, 27 percent related to family law matters--disputes most often involving 
children, their custody and support. 


Case loads continue to increase in the District Courts. 1996 new case filings amounted to 33,721 cases--a 
significant 2.6 percent increase over 1995. 


The new case filings in courts of limited jurisdiction will exceed 300,000 cases in 1996--what I believe will result 
in a significant increase over 1995. 


Increased complexity of litigation and’ increased litigation in general confront our court system and will, without a 
doubt, continue to confront our court system in the future. I would like to take just a moment to talk with you about 
an issue that has troubled me for some time. It hovers over our entire judicial process. 


Take a moment to think back to your own life experiences and ask yourself when was the last time you heard the 
simple statement, "I am responsible." In our criminal justice system, in our civil justice system, and as we are 
reminded daily in the media, in today’s world nobody is responsible for anything. Either things just happen or, 
more likely, we are all victims. 


Evading individual responsibility is not an excuse--it has become a given. Unfortunately, this, I fear, is a public 
mindset, coupled with a lack of civility between individual citizens, which forms a nesting ground and rookery for 
increased litigation. 


The Book of Genesis reminds us that shirking individual responsibility is as old as the story of mankind. When it 
came time to explain the missing fruit and the loss of innocence, Adam blamed Eve, and Eve blamed the serpent. 


In addition to the Court’s work rendering decisions on appeals and other matters filed before the Court, many other 
duties of the Court require attention on virtually a daily basis. 


The Court is responsible for the overview and management of many important boards and commissions--Sentence 
Review, Commission on Practice, Board of Bar Examiners and Character and Fitness of applicants for admission 
to the Bar, Commission on Courts of Limited Jurisdiction and other important programs mandated by legislation. 
The Judiciary is fortunate to have attorneys and lay persons who, without compensation, give generously of their 
time and talents to serve on these boards and commissions. 


A major accomplishment in 1996 has been the addition of Rule 54 to the Montana Rules of Appellate Procedure 
providing for mandatory Alternative Dispute Resolution. The Supreme Court authorized a committee to review and 
make recommendations for adoption of what is now Rule 54. 

The Court takes this opportunity to recognize and express its thanks to the members of this committee whose work 


encompassed many hours of meetings and drafting to produce Rule 54. 
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The fundamental purpose of Rule 54 is to provide the citizens of Montana with final resolution of disputed matters 
appealed to the Supreme Court in a timely and cost effective procedure. 


The structure of Rule 54 provides a mediation process that offers a pathway to settlement of litigation. Rule 54 
provides for mediation in three areas of civil law: workers’ compensation, domestic relations and money judgments. 


The rule has been in effect only a short period of time and has resulted in settlements in domestic relation and 
money judgment areas of civil appeals. 


There is much to be said for the old adage that a poor settlement is better than a good lawsuit. 


Another step taken in 1996 was the establishment of an ad hoc commission to review and propose revisions to the 
Rules for Admission to the Bar of the State of Montana. This commission is comprised of representatives from the 
law school, the judiciary, the bar and the public at large. It is charged with the responsibility of submitting to the 
Supreme Court a comprehensive review and report incorporating any changes and recommendations it considers 
necessary to improve the rules and programs in the admission process. 


Montana’s judicial system also includes two legislatively-created courts that are identified as administrative courts, 
each of which plays an important role in Montana. 


The Workers’ Compensation Court has a very heavy case load and is a focal point of matters of great concern to 
Montana--the workers’ compensation system. This court must provide a just and fair system for resolving workers’ 
compensation claims and disputes. 


The Legislature also created the Water Courts of Montana which have a task that is almost beyond description in 
workload. Ultimately, this court system will put to rest the question of a fair and just determination of water rights 
of Montanans. 


I commend your inclusion of a study proposed in House Bill 493, now in appropriations, addressing family law. 
Nearly all family law issues involve the best interest of small children. Avoidance of delay in resolving and 
bringing stability into the life of a child.is imperative. Delay of often two years or more in litigation over who shall 
have custody of a young child is an eternity in the life of that child. Any step forward in the area of family law 
will be welcome. 


A startling development throughout our court system is a large increase in the number of pro se litigants who cannot 
afford attorney representation and the costs of litigation. This includes not only those who seek access to the courts 
to bring a suit for legitimate redress, but those who find themselves in a court suit as defendants to defend 
themselves and present a legitimate defense. It is not only the low income citizens, but the average working man 
or woman of middle income that cannot afford what may be ruinous legal expenses. 


In order to obtain their constitutional right of access to the courts, they resort to representing themselves pro se, 
most often with disastrous results and a denial of their right to justice. 


Cuts on the national level for support of legal services has exacerbated this problem. Whatever this legislature can 
do to provide funding and support to legal services in Montana for those entitled to such assistance will in part help 


to assure justice to everyone. 


The Judiciary takes this opportunity to thank the Legislature for enacting in 1995 a fair and reasonable provision 
for judicial compensation. This provision will eliminate the problem of seeking at every legislative session requests 
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for consideration of judicial compensation. 


The Judiciary also takes this opportunity to thank the legislature for providing in 1995 support for automation of 
Montana’s court system. Major progress has been made since the last session, and on the District Court level all 
fifty-six county courts will be completed before the next session of the legislature. 


Automation technology has been installed in approximately 45 percent of the 138 courts of limited jurisdiction. 


One of the important and difficult tasks that the office of the court administrator has been directed to pursue is the 
development of our own case management system---in other words, the software that is required to run the 
computers. This task has been achieved and is being updated as new developments require. The importance of 
owning and developing in-house software is obvious. There is no need to pay an outside provider an exorbitant 
amount of lease money in order to use a software rented package. On a statewide basis in the long term, such in- 
house developed software, provided at no cost to the users in all of the counties of Montana, will save tax dollars 
in huge proportions. 


A technical hotline was established by the court administrator to provide technical support to the district and limited 
jurisdiction courts where the new technology has been installed to quickly resolve automation questions. The 
automation staff has fielded an average of 400 of these questions each month. 


These major accomplishments in court automation would not have been possible without the cooperation of the 
Legislature. 


You will be provided with a detailed discussion of the statistics and other matters relating to each of the courts of 
Montana in the annual judicial report. 


Our civil courts underpin our economy and way of life. They mirror and help develop positive changes in the 
economic, technological, ideological and moral conditions of society. They yield benefits far greater than those 
accruing to the litigants alone. For example, landmark cases represent turning points in law and social attitudes. 
Nonlitigants order their affairs by the results of these cases. 


To those injured on the job or by a defective product, to victims of negligence, to those evicted unfairly, to 
defenders of our waterways against chemical dumping, to small businesses fending off monopolistic practices, to 
people with a grievance against their government, to abandoned children who need adoption or protective care, to 
farmers, ranchers and shop owners fighting to keep their properties and their doors open in difficult times, to those 
discriminated against on the basis of race, age, sex, religion, disability or other unlawful reasons, our civil courts 
represent the fulfillment of the basic need for fairness and justice. 


When a young mother goes into a busy court to obtain an order that will protect her and her children from an 
abusive mate, she doesn’t distinguish between the law enacted by the Legislature and the judge who administers it. 
In her view, it is one system. Either the law works and she is protected, or the law doesn’t work and she and her 
children remain in danger. 


Our mission is to administer justice and serve those who come to us to resolve their disputes. 

I want to specifically acknowledge with gratitude the invaluable help and assistance of the State Bar of Montana. 
Its officers and members have unselfishly provided to the Court and the people of this State many services that were 
rendered without charge. Invaluable help and assistance also has been provided by the University of Montana 


School of Law, through the time and effort freely given by Dean Ed Eck and the faculty of the School of Law. - 
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I also recognize the professional and dedicated work of district judges, judges of courts of limited jurisdiction, the 
Clerk of the Supreme Court and his staff, clerks of the other courts and their staffs, Justices of the Supreme Court, 
staff of the Court, and the court administrator and his staff. 


Without this professional and dedicated assistance, effective administration of justice would not be accomplished. 


Times move quickly, and while the present may seem eternal, all too soon future generations will be here to 
appraise us as we now appraise the work of our forebears. When they do, they will hopefully conclude: This was 
our state--still in its youth--and we did our work well. 


On behalf of the Montana Judiciary, I thank the members of the Legislature for their support and willingness to 
listen to the accomplishments and concerns of Montana’s judiciary. 


The members of the Supreme Court were escorted from the House Chambers by the escort committee. 
Sergeants-at-Arms Skelton and Cramer escorted the Governor and distinguished guests from the House Chambers. 
Senator Harp moved the joint session of the 55th Legislature be adjourned. Motion carried. 
Members of the Senate retired from the House Chambers.

Each 
system shall pay its proportionate share, based on the number of years of service credited, of the combined 
benefit. Fhe-combinedbenefit- maynotexceed60% of the members _final- satan averace salary. 
(4) Upon the death of a retired member receiving a service retirement benefit under this section, the 
survivor or contingent annuitant and the continuing benefit must be determined separately for each system 
as follows: 
(a) For the municipal police officers’ retirement system portion of the benefit, the surviving spouse must 
receive a benefit equal to the municipal police officers’ retirement system portion of the service retirement 
benefit as calculated at the time of the member’s retirement. If the retired member leaves no surviving 
spouse or upon the death of the surviving spouse, the retired member’s surviving dependent child, or 
children collectively if there are more than one, shall receive the same monthly benefits that a surviving 
spouse would receive for as long as the child or one of the children remains dependent as defined in 19-9- 
104. The benefits must be made to the child’s appointed guardian for the child’s use. If there is more than

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one dependent child, upon each child no longer qualifying as dependent under 19-9-104, the pro rata 
benefits to that child must cease and be paid to the remaining children until all the children are no longer 
dependent. 
(b) For the sheriffs’ retirement system portion of the benefit: 
(i) the contingent annuitant must receive a continuing benefit as determined under 19-7-1001, if the retired 
member elected an optional retirement benefit; or 
(ii) if the retired member did not elect an optional retirement benefit, any payment owed the retired 
member, including the excess, if any, of the retired member’s accumulated contributions standing to the 
retired member’s credit at the time of retirement less payments made to the retired member must be paid 
to the retired member’s designated beneficiary.""

Mr. Speaker in the Chair. Chairman Taylor moved that the Committee of the Whole report be adopted. Report 
adopted. (84-13) 


SPECIAL ORDERS OF THE DAY 
Sergeant-at-Arms Skelton escorted the Honorable Senator Conrad Burns into the House Chambers. 
Mr. Speaker welcomed Senator Burns who delivered the following address: 


Mr. Speaker, members of the leadership, members of the Montana House of Representatives: Thank you for 
inviting me to visit with the 55th Montana Legislative Session and share some thoughts. I am honored to be here 
today. 


I just had the opportunity to address your colleagues on the Senate side, and I am happy to report that some of them 
are still awake, so be thee warned as this is your first opportunity to escape. I visited with them a little about what 
I see as the changing relationship between the federal government and the State of Montana. Now I’d like to talk 
with you about what isn’t changing - the federal government’s continuing and vital presence in our state. 


Let me make one thing clear at the outset: I firmly believe the federal government has a role, some of it here in 
our home state of Montana. Our remoteness, our sparse population, and the fact that one-third of our land is 
federally owned make that a fact of life. Montana has needs that are unique among our neighbors, and some of 
these needs cannot be met by the state, either by law or by practicality. But on the other side of the equation, that 
federal presence must remain limited. With federal funds and programs often come strings attached, intrusion into 
our lives and livelihoods, and an approach to governing that is sometimes at odds with our Montana sensibilities. 


I see two areas in which states will assume a more important place at the table, namely, the deregulation of 
telecommunications industries and the possible deregulation of electric utilities. 


The Telecommunications Act of 1996 is a good law, but it can be weakened by regulations that subvert the intent 
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of Congress. It is pro-consumer and pro-rural America. The law will ensure that all Americans, urban or rural, 
gain access to the most advanced telecommunications capability as quickly as market forces allow. But in lesser- 
populated areas where competition is slower to evolve, we will find that the universal service provisions are 
especially vital. 


As chairman of the Senate Subcommittee on Communications, I will closely monitor the FCC as the rule-making 
process moves ahead. It is clearly the intent of this legislation that FCC rules should not increase costs or decrease 
services for rural consumers. We must also realize that competition should not come at the expense of access in 
rural areas, and I worked hard to make sure the Telecommunications Act reflects these principles. 


This legislation envisions an expanded state role in telecommunications, but it does not mean that the federal 
government can walk away from its responsibilities. Next Wednesday at noon the Commerce Committee will look 
into universal service as it relates to schools and libraries. You here will be able to sit in on that hearing and ask 
questions via the internet as it will be made available here in the Capitol at the Old Supreme Court Chambers. In 
May, the FCC will issue its final rule regarding universal service. They must follow the intent of the lawmakers. 


The possible deregulation of electric utilities is to this Congress what telco reform was in the last Congress. This 
effort would intend to give consumers a choice in where they get their electricity, and it stands to affect more than 
$200 billion of our economy. 


It is still uncertain if and when to deregulate. I favor a go-slow approach. After all, it took us seven years from 
the idea of telecommunications deregulation until we actually finished the job. It’s my hope that we can spend the 
first year of this Congress educating ourselves and the public. Consumers and businesses need to be aware of 
what’s in store for them, and they need to be comfortable with that. 


On the immediate horizon, I understand the Montana House will be considering juvenile justice issues next week. 
This is another area where I believe the federal government can give states a helping hand without using that hand 
to shove them around. I’m acosponsor of the Violent Juvenile Offenders Act. In fact, this issue is so important 
that we put it on our top-ten "must do" list of priorities for this 105th Congress. The bill is only a start but we must 
begin the process. 


What we’re going to try to do is help states target youth gangs and other violent offenders. Over a 10-year period 
beginning in 1985, the homicide rate among juveniles increased 172 percent, and youth crime in general is growing 
at an alarming rate. We have also heard stories from around the country of sheriffs who try to get information on 
youths who come into their counties to set up drug operations, only to find that those records are sealed. 


Once the term “juvenile crime” implied not much more than truancy and trouble-making. Today it means murder, 
rape, robbery and drugs — yet our criminal justice system has not kept up with these changes. It is time to give 
states the power to cope with these threats to human safety. This bill would create new federal penalties for 
offenses committed by gangs. It would also encourage states to try new responses to crime by getting rid of federal 
mandates that have stifled innovative efforts at the state level. We want to provide funding for fingerprinting, DNA 
testing and record-sharing on juvenile offenders. 


But more than punishment, we want to prevent kids from choosing a life of crime in the first place. The bill 
provides $100 million to help fund the construction of 2000 Boys and Girls Clubs by the year 2000. And I’m 
announcing to you today that I intend to amend the bill to include programs for our younger children. If we can 
reach a child through early intervention programs to help her feel wanted and needed, I believe we will be ahead 
of the game. I also want to ensure a strong partnership between federal, state and local communities — along with 
teachers, social workers, psychologists, law enforcement agents, the courts and probation officers. This is vital not 
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only for the future of Montana, but also for the nation. After all, the children are our future. 


Of course, the courts are a key component to this. As you know, one of the problems Montana has had to endure 
is justice at the hands of the Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals. The Montana State Legislature has overwhelmingly 
supported the idea of splitting this circuit, and I agree with you. It is too big, it is too slow, and it is simply not 
working for the people of Montana. 


We are guaranteed the right to equal justice in the Constitution, but we are not getting it in the Ninth Circuit. An 
average case in a U.S. court of appeals takes about 10 months for completion. The Ninth Circuit takes between 
14 and 16 months, and more for serious crimes. The population and land mass of the Ninth Circuit make it twice 
as big as the next biggest circuit. Its caseload is by far the largest, and its growth threatens to overwhelm it. While 
I have been a steadfast supporter of breaking the circuit into more easily managed pieces, and even though at least 
one unbiased study argues for a split, I think some of my colleagues need a little more convincing. That’s why this 
year I am sponsoring a bill to set up a commission to study the issue and recommend changes, and Congressman 
Hill is doing the same on the House side. 


That legislation would ensure that the commission will issue its report by June 30th next year so that court-splitting 
legislation still may be passed by this Congress. Chairman Hatch has assured me of quick action on this bill. That 
being said, I am announcing to you here that I am also sponsoring a bill, along with Senator Murkowski from 
Alaska, that would split the Ninth Circuit outright. You can think of this second bill as an insurance policy. 


Of course, there’s a whole host of other ways the federal presence in Montana touches all of our lives. But 
nowadays, it’s more difficult than ever to break down issues by county, state or federal. Often our problems 
become everybody’s problems. Because of these new challenges, I am proposing to you and to the Senate an 
Intergovernmental Working Group. 


I believe it is important for all of Montana’s elected officials to work together for the people of this state, whether 
it be here in Helena or back in Washington. I would like to see this relationship formalized so that there can be 
some coordination among those of us who make the laws in these two cities, and the governor’s office, which is 
charged with carrying out those laws. Too many times the left hand doesn’t know what the right hand is doing. 
In my view, it is less a matter of individual egos and political differences than of a lack of communication. 


Through our informal contacts up until now, we’ve had a lot to talk about lately. The Park Service remains a vital 
presence in Montana. Actions in the parks affect tourism and areas around the parks. We saw this vividly during 
the government shutdowns, which by the way would never happen again under legislation we’re working on right 
now. The state is put in the uncomfortable position of trying to solve a bison problem that has clearly been created 
by the hands-off policy of the Interior Department. I just sat down with Superintendent Finley, and I think there 
are more areas of agreement than disagreement. I think we believe there are some infrastructure issues to resolve 
in the park, and that we can do a better job of communicating and coordinating with communities around the park 
on decisions that affect them. 


The same is true with Glacier National Park. I have had discussions with Superintendent Mihalic at which we talked 
about the importance of getting some public input before proceeding on the Glacier Management Plan. 


One concern a lot of you have raised with me is the proposed law enforcement rules in the Bureau of Land 
Management. I have asked that these rules be pulled and that the BLM hold public hearings if they want to try 
again. There were just far too many questions raised by these rules, and they made too many people uneasy. We 
already have federal law enforcement officers, not to mention our state officers, so why give arresting powers to 
a land management agency? | 
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There are also too many questions about the new Conservation Reserve Program. Our ag producers, who make 
up Montana’s number one industry, would not find out if their acres were eligible for CRP until the middle of the 
summer. You only need to look at a calendar to know that’s too late to plant spring crops, so we have asked for 
a one-year extension of the current program. 


We’re also trying to reform our tax code to make it easier on farmers and ranchers and many other Montanans. 
I am sponsoring a bill to eliminate the estate tax, or inheritance tax, which is so-high that in many cases it means 
families have to sell the farm to save the farm. We’re also debating how much to cut the capital gains tax, which 
would lead to more investment and growth for Montana’s economy. I personally believe the capital gains tax should 
be eliminated. I can’t think of any two taxes that are more backward or hold down economic growth more. 


PILT — The president wants to cut Payments in Lieu of Taxes by $12 million in his budget, but that’s no good for 
Montana. Local governments rely on these funds, which are the same as any other property owner who pays taxes. 
At the same time, there are a lot of politically motivated projects in the budget for California and Florida. We’ll 
be working on the Appropriations Committee to make sure that states with a lot of federal land like Montana are 
not taken for granted in this way. 


Defense and veterans — A lot of people have put in a lot of hours to make sure Malmstrom Air Force Base would 
still be around this year. I’m going to continue to search for a flying mission there, but now that its future is more 
certain, we’re getting around to some much-needed infrastructure improvements like new housing for regular 
enlisted men and women. The same is true with the National Guard. And for the first time, we’re going to see 
a unique joint mission between the Guard and the Air Force when the RED HORSE engineering units are deployed. 


I know our veterans remain concerned about VA’s restructuring plan coming out of Washington and how it will 
affect the care they receive at Miles City and Fort Harrison. I’m cautiously optimistic that the creation of 
partnerships with community providers can ensure quality local care for veterans. This is a critical time, but it’s 
also an opportunity to ensure community-based care when possible, and I think veterans appreciate that. Still, the 
president’s budget cuts funds for VA medical care, and this troubles me. I hope to address this as a member of 
the subcommittee that funds the VA. 


Transportation issues are always one of the greatest concerns I hear when I talk with people. Every year it seems 
Essential Air Service winds up on the chopping block, and every year we manage to throw a few dollars its way. 
But this year, we have seen an unprecedented commitment to EAS, which has now been authorized at $50 million, 
or about twice as much as last year. And it looks like we’ve found a funding mechanism to help lock this program 
in place. For now, we will use fees paid by international airlines that fly over the United States to pay for EAS. 


Of course, ISTEA, or the highway bill, has a lot of us nervous in Montana. We’re a state that pays less in taxes 
than we receive from the Highway Trust Fund because of our big, long stretches of road and our smaller population. 
There are some proposals back in Washington that would change the funding formula so much that it would 
probably be hard to drive from here to Jefferson County without losing your vehicle in a pothole. The congressional 
delegation will be working hard to see that this doesn’t happen. 


There are a couple of public land issues that have surfaced in Montana for which there are no easy answers to those 
of us who make policy. We’re interested in seeing a Montana solution to the buyout of the New World Mine, but 
the task is proving difficult. 


The situation is the same with the wilderness debate, which I’m sure most Montanans simply want to put behind 
us. I will be interested to see what if any proposal the Montana Consensus Council is able to come up with. 
However, any solution to both of these problems will have to make a detour through Washington before it becomes 
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final. Unfortunately, at that point, anything is possible. While we might be able to agree on an approach here in 
Montana, the special interests and lobbyists back in Washington may have other ideas. It happened with the Utah 
wilderness debate; let’s hope it doesn’t happen here. 

As you can see from that laundry list, there are still a multitude of ways the federal government serves a useful 
purpose in Montana. Government should not be a dirty word as long as we are mindful of its proper place in our 
lives. You will continue to watch what we do in the halls of Congress. But your actions here in Helena and at the 


local level will always have an impact at the federal level. 


We should always remember that we are all Montanans, but we are also all Americans, and we do our best work 
when we do it together. 7 


Mr. Speaker, thank you for allowing me a few moments with you here today, and I wish all of you the best of luck 
over the remaining weeks of this session.

(iv) provide the youth with food, shelter, education, and ordinary medical care.

(d) (i) Law enforcement, educational, and social service agencies, the court, and other agencies and entities 
involved with a youth who is found by the court or believed by the agency or entity to be a youth at risk, 
a habitual offender, or a serious habitual offender shall provide the chief youth court probation officer for 
the county in which the youth resides with any information in the possession of the agency or entity that 
indicates that the youth is a youth at risk, a habitual offender, or a serious habitual offender. 

(ii) The chief youth court probation officer shall disseminate the information to agencies and entities that 
the officer believes should receive it. The information is otherwise confidential and may not be further 
disseminated. 

(iii) A person who knowingly further disseminates the information commits a criminal offense and upon 
conviction shall be fined an amount not to exceed $5,000. If the person is an employee of the state or of 
a local government, the employer may discharge the employee because of the conviction. 

(iv) The youth or a parent or guardian of the youth may inspect and copy the information and may include 
with the information a response to any piece of information. The response must be disseminated with the 
information. 

(v) An agency or entity that no longer needs information disseminated to it shall return the information 
to the chief youth court probation officer if it is printed information and shall delete the information from 
its computer files if the information is computerized. 

(3) If a youth who is serving time in a state youth correctional facility because the youth was found to be 
a habitual offender or a serious habitual offender needs and is willing to accept treatment for mental, 
emotional, behavioral, substance abuse, or similar problems, the youth may be transferred to a residential 
treatment facility and shall remain there until discharged, but not until after the youth has served at least 
one-half of the imposed detention period. A youth who does not respond to treatment shall finish the 
period of detention in a state youth correctional facility. 

(4) Health, education, welfare, and other agencies involved with the youth shall ensure that funding for 
the youth follows the youth to the location in which the youth is placed and that the funding is assigned 
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to the appropriate agency or entity.

The plan must take into consideration the worker’s age, education, training, work history, residual physical 
capacities, and vocational interests. The plan must specify a beginning and completion date. If the plan calls 
for the expenditure of funds under 39-71-1004, the department shall authorize the department of public 
health and human services to use the funds. 

(2) After filing the rehabilitation plan with the department, the disabled worker is entitled to receive 
biweekly compensation benefits at the injured worker’s temporary total disability rate. The benefits must 
be paid for the period specified in the rehabilitation plan, not to exceed 104 weeks. The rehabilitation plan 
must be completed within 26 weeks of the completion date specified in the plan. Rehabilitation benefits 
must be paid biweekly while the worker is satisfactorily progressing in the agreed- upon rehabilitation plan. 
Benefits under this section are not subject to the lump-sum provisions of 39-71-741. 

(3) A worker may not receive temporary total benefits and the benefits under subsection (2) during the 
same period of time. 

(4) A rehabilitation provider authorized by the insurer shall continue to assist the injured worker until the 
rehabilitation plan is completed. : 

(5) To be eligible for benefits under this section, a worker is required to begin the rehabilitation plan 
within 78 weeks of reaching maximum medical healing.

year market or productivity value used for the 1993 reappraisal.

As a result of 
the change in the base year for reappraisal of class three, four, and ten property enacted by the 55th 
legislature, it is not possible to comply with certain statutory deadlines relating to appraisals, assessments, 
appeals, reimbursements, budgets, and collection of property taxes. The state appraisal and assessment 
process will be delayed, which in turn will cause delays for the tax appeal boards and local government 
taxing jurisdiction budgeting and collection processes.

(2) The legislative council shall consult with and advise the department of administration concerning the 
assignment of space in the capitol. 

(3) The legislative council shall consult with and advise the Montana historical society on the placement 
of busts, statues, memorials, or art displays of a permanent nature within public areas of the capitol 
building. An item may not be permanently displayed unless approved by the legislature. 

(4) The Montana historical society shall protect and preserve the permanent artwork in the capitol building 
and request funding for periodic inspection, maintenance, and repair of the artwork from the trust-furd 
established account provided for in 15-35-108 for protection of works of art in the state capitol and other 
cultural and aesthetic projects. 

(5) The legislative council shall serve as a long-range building committee to recommend to the legislature 
and the department of administration construction and remodeling priorities for the capitol." 


Section 11. Section 15-35-108, MCA, is amended to read: 

"15-35-108. Disposal of severance taxes. Severance taxes collected under this chapter must, in accordance 
with the provisions of 15-1-501, be allocated as follows: 

(1) Fifty percent of total coal severance tax collections is allocated to the trust fund created by Article IX, 
section 5, of the Montana constitution. The trust fund money must be deposited in the fund established 
under 17-6-203(6) and invested by the board of investments as provided by law. 

(2) Twelve percent of coal severance tax collections is allocated to the long-range building program 
account established in 17-7-205. 

(3) The amount of 8.36% must be credited to an account in the state special revenue fund to be allocated 
by the legislature for local impacts, county land planning, provision of basic library services for the 
residents of all counties through library federations and for payment of the costs of participating in regional 
and national networking, conservation districts, and the Montana Growth Through Agriculture Act. Any 
cash balance that is unspent at the end of each fiscal year must be deposited in the general fund. 

(4) The amount of 1.27% must be allocated to a nonexpendable trust fund for the purpose of parks 
acquisition or management. Income from this trust fund must be appropriated for the acquisition, 
development, operation, and maintenance of any sites and areas described in 23-1-102. 

(5) The amount of 0.95% must be allocated to the debt service fund type to the credit of the renewable 
resource loan debt service fund.

"23-1-108. Acquisition of certain state parks, monuments, or historical sites. (1) Any person, association, 
or representative of a governing unit may submit a proposal for the acquisition of a site or area described 
in 23-1-102 from the income ofthetrust fund-created account provided for in 15-35-108 to the department 
of fish, wildlife, and parks by July 1 of the year preceding the convening of a legislative session. 

(2) The fish, wildlife, and parks commission shall present to the legislature by the 15th day of any 
legislative session a list of areas, sites, or objects that were proposed for purchase for use as state parks, 
state recreational areas, state monuments, or state historical sites with the money contained in the parks 
account. 

(3) The legislature must appropriate funds from this account before any park, area, monument, or site may 
be purchased.” 


NEW SECTION. Section 15. Montana heritage preservation and development commission. (1) There 
is a Montana heritage preservation and development commission. The commission is attached to the 
Montana historical society for administrative purposes. The commission consists of nine members. The 
members shall broadly represent the state. Five members must be appointed by the governor, one member 
must be appointed by the president of the senate, and one member must be appointed by the speaker of the 
house. The director of the Montana historical society and the director of the department of fish, wildlife, 
and parks shall serve as members. 

(2) Of the members appointed by the governor: 

(a) one member must have extensive experience in managing facilities that cater to the needs of tourists; 
(b) one member must have experience in community planning; 

(c) one member must have experience in historic preservation; 

(d) one member must have broad experience in business; and 

(e) one member must be a Montana historian. 

(3) Except for the initial appointments, members appointed by the governor shall serve 3-year terms. 
Legislative appointees shall serve 2-year terms. If a vacancy occurs, the appointing authority shall make 
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an appointment for the unexpired portion of the term. 

(4) The commission may employ an executive director who has general responsibility for the selection and 
management of commission staff, developing recommendations for the purchase of property, and 
overseeing the management of acquired property and a curator who is responsible for the display and 
' preservation of the acquired property. The commission shall prescribe the duties and annual salary of the 
executive director and the curator. 


NEW_ SECTION. Section 16. Montana heritage preservation and development commission -- initial 
appointments. The initial appointments to the commission must be for the following terms: 

(1) the member with experience managing facilities that cater to the needs of tourists, 3 years; 

(2) the member with experience in community planning, 4 years; 

(3) the member with experience in historic preservation, 5 years; 

(4) the member with broad experience in business, 3 years; 

(5) the Montana historian, 5 years; and 

(6) the legislative appointments, 2 years. 


NEW SECTION. Section 17. Purpose. The purpose of [sections 15 and 18 and this section] is to acquire, 
on behalf of the state, properties that possess outstanding historical value, display exceptional qualities 
worth preserving, are genuinely representative of the state’s culture and history, and demonstrate the ability 
to become economically self-supporting. The Montana heritage preservation and development commission 
shall achieve this purpose by purchasing fee title interests in real and personal property. 


NEW SECTION. Section 18. Powers of commission -- contracts -- rules. (1) (a) The Montana heritage 
preservation and development commission may contract with private organizations to assist in carrying out 
the purpose of [section 17]. The term of a contract may not exceed 20 years. 

(b) Notwithstanding the provisions of Title 18, the contracts may be let by direct negotiation. The 
contracts may be entered into directly with a vendor and are not subject to state procurement laws. 

(c) Architectural and engineering review and approval do not apply to the historic renovation projects. 
(d) The contracts must provide for the payment of prevailing wages. 

(e) A contract for supplies or services, or both, may be negotiated in accordance with commission rules. 
(f) Management activities must be undertaken to encourage the profitable operation of properties. 

(g) Contracts may include the lease of property managed by the commission. Provisions for the renewal 
of a contract must be contained in the contract. 

(2) The commission may not contract for the construction of a building, as defined in 18-2-101, in excess 
of $200,000 without the consent of the legislature. Building construction must be in conformity with 
applicable guidelines developed by the national park service of the U.S. department of the interior, the 
Montana historical society, and the Montana department of fish, wildlife, and parks. . 
(3) The commission, as part of a contract, shall require that a portion of any profit be reinvested in the 
property and that a portion be used to pay the administrative costs of the commission. 

(4) The commission may solicit funds from other sources for the purchase, management, and operation 
of properties. 

(5) The commission shall adopt rules establishing a policy for making acquisitions. With respect to each 
acquisition, the policy must give consideration to: 

(a) whether the property represents the state’s culture and history; 

(b) whether the property can become self-supporting; 

(c) whether the property can contribute to the economic and social enrichment of the state; 

(d) whether the property lends itself to programs to interpret Montana history; 

(e) whether the acquisition will create significant social and economic impacts to affected local — 
governments and the state; and 
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(f) other matters that the commission considers necessary or appropriate. 

(6) Public notice and the opportunity for a hearing must be given in the geographical area of a proposed 
acquisition before a final decision to acquire a property is made. The commission shall approve proposals 
for acquisition and recommend the approved proposal to the board of land commissioners. 


NEW SECTION. Section 19. Codification instruction. [Sections 15, 17, and 18] are intended to be 
codified as an integral part of Title 22, chapter 3, and the provisions of Title 22, chapter 3, apply to

Dear Speaker Mercer and President Aklestad: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return with amendments House Bill 66, "A BILL FOR AN ACT ESTABLISHING A CHILD-CARE 
RESOURCE AND REFERRAL AND CHILD-CARE IMPROVEMENT GRANT PROGRAM; DEFINING 
"PROFESSIONAL TRAINING", "SCHOOLAGE", AND "SCHOOL-AGE CARE"; SPECIFYING 
PRIORITIES; AMENDING SECTIONS 52-2-703 AND 52-2-711, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE 
EFFECTIVE DATE." 


One of the provisions in House Bill 66 authorizes the Department of Public Health and Human Services to award 
grants for consumer education and for improving the availability of quality child care and school-age day care. The 
bill sets forth the categories of grant applications that must be given priority by the Department. One of the 
categories to be given priority is "grant applications for preservation of existing care programs that fill a 
demonstrated need but have a high probability of closure." The operation of this language could result in rewarding 
those programs, the closure of which may be due to poor management or other undesirable practices, at the expense 
of those programs which may be deserving, but not on the verge of closure. 


In order to make fairer the process for the awarding of grants, I offer an amendment that would require > 
prioritization for the preservation or expansion of existing care programs that fill a demonstrated need. The

It is my understanding that Representative Cocchiarella, the bill’s sponsor, agrees that these amendments would

Sergeant-at-Arms Skelton announced the arrival of Senator Max Baucus. 


Mr. Speaker appointed Representatives Cocchiarella and Hibbard to escort Senator Baucus into the House 
Chambers. 


Mr. Speaker welcomed Senator Baucus who delivered the following address: 
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Good afternoon. Mr. Speaker and members of the 55th Legislature, I thank you for inviting me to speak with you 
today. 


And thank you all for your commitment to public service. Whatever your political views, whatever your party, I 
mean that very sincerely. Representative democracy in our state, and in our nation, depends on the Legislature to 
set our policies and laws. And a healthy Legislature requires people like you, who care about public life. Who 
are willing to go out and campaign, knock on doors, listen to your neighbors and take time out to serve. 


A CHANCE TO MAKE LIFE BETTER 
I remember when Red Menahan and I came to the House--way back, probably five, six years ago now. I was 
almost in awe of the responsibility that comes with being a constitutional officer, the chance to make life a little 
better for the people of Montana today and for Montana’s children tomorrow. 
We have a tradition that on leaving the House, members sign their name in the desk drawer. You’ll find my name 
in desk #64. Another desk has the signature of Bob Brown. A third, Francis Bardanouve. That tradition says, 
in a small way, that when you serve in the Legislature, you have a chance to leave a mark. 

A LUCKY GENERATION 

And what sort of mark will we leave? When you think about it, we’re pretty lucky to be alive today. 
We’re at peace. For the first time since the 1930’s, our country has no powerful foreign enemy. My parents’ 
generation lived through the Second World War. When I carved my name on the desk, the Soviet Union was 


aiming nuclear missiles at Great Falls. Today it’s gone. 


We’re relatively prosperous. Our national economy is strong. Science and medicine are advancing at a stunning 
pace. 


Here at home we have low unemployment. Cattle prices are starting to rebound. And our industries are fairly 
healthy. 


And we live in the most beautiful place in the world. Where we know our neighbors. Where farms and small 
businesses stay in the family for generations. Where community and tradition are strong, from the St. Patrick’s 
Day Parade in Butte to the Bucking Horse Sale in Miles City, to Veterans’ Day assemblies and Labor Day family 
cookouts in,every Montana town. 


We are lucky people. And as legislators -- as parents -- as Montanans -- our fundamental responsibility is to give 
the next generation something at least this good. 


PROTECTING THE GOOD 
What does that mean when we begin to talk about policy? 
First, it means protecting the good things we now enjoy. 
Making sure future generations have the same right to a decent, secure retirement through Social Security and 


Medicare that we have and our parents have.

Preserving and strengthening the family-owned small businesses, farms and ranches that keep us prosperous. 
Provide jobs. Keep our young people at home. And give our communities continuity across the generations. We 
have to make sure they are not crippled by unnecessary rules and forms. And we must cut the estate and gift tax 
to help keep them in the family. 


And conserving the natural heritage that makes Montana the "last, best place." The clean air, blue ribbon trout 
streams and unspoiled lands. The national parks that are the envy of the world. The golden sweep of the Great 
Plains, and the mountains just a few miles south of here that Merriweather Lewis said: "seem to rise in some places 


like an amphitheater, one range above another, as they recede from the river, until the most distant and lofty have 
their tops clad with snow." 


SOLVING OUR PROBLEMS 
Second, facing up to some problems that have festered too long. 
Balancing the federal budget. That will mean some sacrifice in Montana, where we receive about $1.60 for every 
dollar we send out in taxes. But it is essential for public trust in government and fair treatment of the young people 


who have to pay the debt. I think most of us are willing to make that sacrifice. 


Reversing a recent rise in drug use among our young people, particularly in small towns and rural areas. And I 
want to compliment the Legislature for your work on juvenile crime in this session. 


Creating more jobs in distressed areas through work like the Economic Development Administration is doing in 
Libby and on the Fort Peck Reservation. 


Reforming the welfare system and making sure able-bodied people work, while preserving a safety net that makes 
sure all children have health insurance and good nutrition. 


ECONOMIC CHALLENGES 
And third, preparing our state for the economic challenges of life in a new economy. 
Across.the country, wages are stagnant while the economy is growing. Computers and industrial robots are making 
a lot of jobs obsolete, making it harder than ever before for people without a college education to make a living 
wage. 
We in Montana suffer from that, and we have our own special problems. Our low population makes it a little 
difficult to attract value-added industries. Our agriculture producers and natural resource industries are captive 


shippers, vulnerable to exploitation by railroads and truckers. Airlines gouge us for tickets. 


And cattle ranchers are at the mercy of four packing companies that control the whole North American beef market. 
‘So last year when cattle prices plunged to the lowest level in a decade, beef prices stayed right where they were. 


The result is, at least compared to the rest of the country, that we’ve lost some ground. In terms of per capita 
income we were once 31st in the nation -- we now stand in 46th place. 


PREPARING FOR THE FUTURE 
We have to turn that around. At the very least, return our state to the rank we had before. Give Montana’s kids 
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the faith that they can find good jobs that can support a family here at home under the Big Sky. 
How can we do it? I think there are three ways. 
First, put Montana at the cutting edge of science and technology. 


Keep our agricultural research stations open, to help family farms and ranches make their operations more efficient 
and more able to resist drought and pathogens. 


Invest in research programs like the Whirling Disease Center at MSU which help our guides, outfitters and tourist 
industries. 


Use new communications technologies to give all our rural hospitals access to the most advanced diagnostic and 
treatment resources in the world, as the Deaconess Hospitals did last year in putting the REACH network together. 


Ultimately, all this will help create high-wage jobs here in Montana for our young people. 
THE NEW HIGHWAY BILL 


Second, transportation. This year, a new highway law will bring our highway program into the next century. It 
will build and upgrade the roads farmers and ranchers need to get their stock and produce to market; that businesses 
use for delivery and communications; and that families use for vacations, weekends in Yellowstone, trips to the 
hospital and family visits. 


A good bill will make our businesses more efficient, our tourist industry healthier and our farms and ranches more 
competitive. And as Ranking Member on the Transportation Subcommittee, which will draft the new law, I will 
test any proposal against four basic criteria: 

--First, fairness to Montana. I sincerely thank the Legislature for passing your Resolution requesting a highway 
funding formula as good for Montana as that in our present law. And I will do my very best to make sure we get 
it. 

--Second, state-of-the-art technology that makes driving easier and safer. 

--Third, support for Montana’s exporters. Montana exports have shifted from mining products to agriculture, 
manufacturing and high-tech. These are some of our most promising industries for the future, and our transport 


policy must help them compete with Canada and our domestic rivals. 


--And fourth, don’t forget communities. Set aside money for cities and towns to do special things, like the bike 
paths in Missoula and Billings, which help us improve the quality of life. 


EDUCATION 
Third and finally, the most important thing of all. That is, education. 
The class of 1997 will get its diplomas in less than three months. The graduates of my alma mater, Helena High 


School, will go on to college. Take entry-level jobs. Join the armed services. Work on the ranch. All very much 
like we did when I graduated high school. But they will find a very different world. 
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These kids will compete for jobs or farm sales not only with the young people from New York and Kansas, but with 
the kids joining companies in China, Singapore and Japan. With young farmers and ranchers in Australia, Canada 
and Argentina. It will demand more skills and education than any Montana generation has ever had. 


A few years back, if you had no diploma but you had a good old-fashioned work ethic, you could find a job that 
paid enough to support a family. That’s not true anymore. 


As computers and robots replace assembly lines, unskilled labor pays less well. And very soon, a person who 
cannot operate a computer will not just work for low pay, but will be unemployable. So the Class of 1997 needs 
more computer skills, more math and science ability, more reading comprehension than ever before. 


Our state must take education very seriously indeed. And we can’t be too proud to accept some help. I’ve spent — 
a lot of time this year calling up the Defense Department, the Justice Department, other agencies and businesses 
trying to find computers for our schools. I’m going to deliver some today to the Helena Middle School and C.R. 
Anderson School over on Knight Street. Tomorrow some more in Great Falls. 


And I need your help. Your predecessors in the Legislature chose to turn back Montana’s Goals 2000 grant and 
cut money out of our universities. With respect, I must say that I consider that a mistake. That money could have 
gone to buy computers for classrooms, books for school libraries. Maybe a raise for some of the lowest-paid 
teachers and professors in America. And if we make more decisions like that, in twenty years Montana may have 
fewer jobs and poorer people. 


This year, with the offer of a $500,000 Head Start grant at the Office of Public Instruction, we have a chance to 
think again. I’m glad to hear the Legislature will probably take the grant. 


And I applaud the House’s decision last Thursday to add money to our education budget for public schools. I hope 
and trust that will continue through the next Legislature. 


Because there is nothing more important to Montana’s future than education. Nothing more important to our 
standards of living. To our wages. To giving our kids the chance to prosper and raise a family in Montana. 


If we don’t educate our children as we should, nothing else we do will make much difference. 

CONCLUSION 
I know some of you may feel differently about this. And it’s true that we have some tough issues to address. There 
are lots of different ways to look at them. Sometimes we may disagree. That’s all right -- it’s what democracy 


is all about. 


But whatever our views, whatever our disagreements, whatever our parties, ultimately we’re all here for the same 
reason. 


We’re here because we love Montana. We believe in our people. And we want the best for our children. We 
know public service is important and we understand the good it can do for our state. 


That’s why I ran for the Legislature -- to admit the truth, it was back in 1972. It’s why I ran for the U. S. Senate 
last year. And it’s why each one of you is here today. 


If we remember that, we’ll do all right. 
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. Thank you all for your time. God bless you. And God bless Montana.

(3) "Aid or sustenance" means any public or private subsidy made to provide a means of support, 
maintenance, or subsistence for the recipient. 

(4) “Average weekly wage" means the mean weekly earnings of all employees under covered employment, 
as defined and established annually by the department. It is established at the nearest whole dollar number 
and must be adopted by the department prior to July 1 of each year. 

(5) "Beneficiary" means: 

(a) a surviving spouse living with or legally entitled to be supported by the deceased at the time of injury; 
(b) an unmarried child under 18 years of age; 

(c) an unmarried child under 22 years of age who is a full-time student in an accredited school or is 
enrolled in an accredited apprenticeship program; 

(d) an invalid child over 18 years of age who is dependent upon the decedent for support at the time of 
injury; 

(e) a parent who is dependent upon the decedent for support at the time of the injury if a beneficiary, as 
defined in subsections (5)(a) through (5)(d), does not exist; and 

(f) a brother or sister under 18 years of age if dependent upon the decedent for support at the time of the 
injury but only until the age of 18 years and only when a beneficiary, as defined in subsections (5)(a) 
through (5)(e), does not exist. 

(6) "Casual employment" means employment notin the usual course of the trade, business, Petesslon: 
or occupation of the employer. 

(7) "Child" includes a posthumous child, a dependent stepchild, and a child legally adopted prior to the 
injury. 

(8) “Construction industry" means the major group of general contractors and operative builders, heavy 
construction (other than building construction) contractors, and special trade contractors, listed in major 
groups 15 through 17 in the 1987 Standard Industrial Classification Manual. The term does not include 
office workers, design professionals, salespersons, estimators, or any other related employment that is not 
directly involved on a regular basis in the provision of physical labor at a construction or renovation site. 
(9) "Days" means calendar days, unless otherwise specified. 

(10) "Department" means the department of labor and industry. 

(11) "Fiscal year" means the period of time between July 1 and the succeeding June 30. 

(12) "Household or domestic employment" means employment of persons other than members of the 
household for the purpose of tending to the aid and comfort of the employer or members of the employer’s 
family, including but not limited to housecleaning and yard work, but does not include employment beyond 
the scope of normal household or domestic duties, such as home health care or domiciliary care. 

(13) "Insurer" means an employer bound by compensation plan No. 1, an insurance company transacting 
business under compensation plan No. 2, or the state fund under compensation plan No. 3. 

(14) "Invalid" means one who is physically or mentally incapacitated. 

(15) "Limited liability company" is as defined in 35-8-102. 
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(16) "Maintenance care" means treatment designed to provide the optimum state of health while minimizing 
recurrence of the clinical status. 

(17) "Medical stability", "maximum healing", or "maximum medical healing" means a point in the healing 
process when further material improvement would not be reasonably expected from primary medical 
treatment. 

(18) "Objective medical findings" means medical evidence, including range of motion, atrophy, muscle 
strength, muscle spasm, or other diagnostic evidence, substantiated by clinical findings. 

(19) "Order" means any decision, rule, direction, requirement, or standard of the department or any other 
determination arrived at or decision made by the department. 

(20) "Palliative care" means treatment designed to reduce or ease symptoms without curing the underlying 
cause of the symptoms. 

(21) "Payroll", "annual payroll", or "annual payroll for the preceding year" means the average annual 
payroll of the employer for the preceding calendar year or, if the employer has not operated a sufficient 
or any length of time during the calendar year, 12 times the average monthly payroll for the current year. 
However, an estimate may be made by the department for any employer starting in business if average 
payrolls are not available. This estimate must be adjusted by additional payment by the employer or refund 
by the department, as the case may actually be, on December 31 of the current year. An employer’s payroll 
must be computed by calculating all wages, as defined in 39-71-123, that are paid by an employer. 

(22) "Permanent partial disability" means a physical condition in which a worker, after reaching maximum 
medical healing: 

(a) has a permanent impairment established by objective medical findings; 

(b) is able to return to work in some capacity but the permanent impairment impairs the worker’s ability 
to work; and 

(c) has an actual wage loss as a result of the injury. 

(23) "Permanent total disability" means a physical condition resulting from injury as defined in this chapter, 
after a worker reaches maximum medical healing, in which a worker does not have a reasonable prospect 
of physically performing regular employment. Regular employment means work on a recurring basis 
performed for remuneration in a trade, business, profession, or other occupation in this state. Lack of 
immediate job openings is not a factor to be considered in determining if a worker is permanently totally 
disabled. 

(24) The "plant of the employer" includes the place of business of a third person while the employer has 
access to or control over the place of business for the purpose of carrying on the employer’s usual trade, 
business, or occupation. | 

(25) "Primary medical services" means treatment prescribed by a treating physician, for conditions resulting 
from the injury, necessary for achieving medical stability. 

(26) "Public corporation" means the state or any county, municipal corporation, school district, city, city 
under a commission form of government or special charter, town, or village. 

(27) "Reasonably safe place to work" means that the place of employment has been made as free from 
danger to the life or safety of the employee as the nature of the employment will reasonably permit. 
(28) "Reasonably safe tools and appliances" are tools and appliances that are adapted to and that are 
reasonably safe for use for the particular purpose for which they are furnished. 

(29) (a) "Secondary medical services" means those medical services or appliances that are considered not 
medically necessary for medical stability. The services and appliances include but are not limited to spas 
or hot tubs, work hardening, physical restoration programs and other restoration programs designed to 
address disability and not impairment, or equipment offered by individuals, clinics, groups, hospitals, or 
rehabilitation facilities. 

(b) (i) As used in this subsection (29), "disability" means a condition in which a worker’s ability to engage 
in gainful employment is diminished as a result of physical restrictions resulting from an injury. The 
restrictions may be combined with factors, such as the worker’s age, education, work history, and other 
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factors that affect the worker’s ability to engage in gainful employment. 

(ii) Disability does not mean a purely medical condition. 

(30) "Sole proprietor" means the person who has the exclusive legal right or title to or ownership of a 
business enterprise.

projects. ; 

(33) "Temporary total disability" means a physical condition resulting from an injury, as defined in this 
chapter, that results in total loss of wages and exists until the injured worker reaches maximum medical 
healing. 

(34) "Temporary worker" means a worker whose services are furnished to another on a part-time or 
temporary basis to fill a work assignment with a finite ending date to support or supplement a workforce 
in situations resulting from employee absences, skill shortages, seasonal workloads, and special assignments 
and projects. 

(35) "Treating physician" means a person who is primarily responsible for the treatment of a worker’s

Except as provided 
in Title 33, chapter 16, part 10, a workers’ compensation advisory organization or a licensed workers’ 
compensation rating organization under Title 33, chapter 16, part 4, or other person may not, without first 
obtaining the written permission of the employer, use, sell, or distribute an employer’s specific payroll or 
loss information, including but not limited to experience modification factors.

(8) declare dividends if there is an excess of assets over liabilities. However, dividends may not be paid 
until adequate actuarially determined reserves are set aside.

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SPECIAL ORDERS OF THE DAY 
Sergeant-at-Arms Skelton announced the arrival of United States Congressman Rick Hill. 
Mr. Speaker appointed Representatives Ohs and Quilici to escort Congressman Hill into the House Chambers. 
Mr. Speaker welcomed Congressman Hill who delivered the following address: 


Speaker Mercer, Majority Leader Grinde, Minority Leader Cocchiarella, Members of the Montana State House, 
Visitors, thank you for the opportunity to address you today. 


It seems as though Betti and I have been caught in a whirlwind since the November election. In addition to making 
the adjustments to Washington, we have been traveling and meeting with Montanans all over the state. 


It reminds me of some advice I received from Ron Marlenee, who served Montana so ably in this job, when I 
became a candidate many, many months ago. He said "the best advice I can give you is keep your oil changed and 
rotate your tires every 7500 miles or 75 towns - whichever comes first." 

This week will mark over 35 communities I have visited since I was sworn in. 

Earlier this week I was visiting with a truck driver from Billings who told me that he too had seriously considered 
running for Congress. I asked "why didn’t you run?" He replied "I didn’t want to spend that much time behind 


the wheel." 


As a candidate for Congress, I used a formulation as a kind of short hand to show what I stand for. Some of you 
may have heard it before. Less government - lower taxes - more freedom. 


What I want to emphasize to you today is that there is a theme - a sturdy foundation beneath that formula. 
That theme comes down to one word, really: TRUST 
Trust in the people - trust in the people of Montana - trust in the people of America. 


That’s what America is all about. We trust the people. We trust too the uncommon common sense of individuals - 
to do what’s right for their families and for themselves - rather than rely on the government to do it for us. 


So less government, lower taxes, more freedom in our policies - is part of a philosophy of trust. 

And it is that principle that I rely on in Washington to steer me straight on every issue, every day. 

For those of us elected to office, trust is something we have to earn. And we earn it - when we earn it - by taking 
on the big issues in an honest way, straight on, without surrendering to the impulse to cover our tracks, or to cover 


something worse. 


The biggest issue in Washington right now - the issue that will affect this country for generations to come - is the 
federal budget deficit. A bad habit that has run this country $5.2 trillion dollars into the red - with no end in sight. 


Think about it for a minute. You all know how much you owe on your home mortgage, right? You know how 
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much you owe on your car or truck, right? Do you know what your share of the national debt is? 

I have a three-year-old granddaughter - Kadie. 

Kadie is going to have to pay more than $187,000 in taxes in her lifetime just to pay her share of the interest on 
the national debt as it stands today. It will take 80% of her income in taxes to support government as we know it 


today, if we don’t stop spending. 


I ask you, what did Kadie do to deserve that? What did your children and grandchildren do to deserve it? Nothing 
so far as I can see. 


Folks, we and they are going to pay on this federal deficit - not only through higher taxes - but through the 
pressures the deficit puts on our economy - on our options - on our future. 


So if we want to let the economy grow - let the small entrepreneurs with the big ideas get the credit they need to 
build their dreams, without the government’s debt soaking up all of our savings - all of our investments - all of our 


opportunities, we must balance the budget. 


If mortgages are going to be affordable for us today and for our kids and grandkids in the future - we must balance 
the budget. 


If we want to make sure that Social Security is there, not just for our seniors today, but for our kids when they 
retire - we must balance the budget. 


As I said - less government - lower taxes - more freedom. Of course, it works the other way, too. More 
government - more taxes - produces less freedom. 


Either we shape the future - or the future shapes us. 
These days we have more government than we want and less government than we need. How can that be? 
It’s a matter of priorities. One example. We have 110,000 IRS employees and 5400 people on the Border Patrol. 


What does that tell you? Simply that government has put itself first. The care and feeding of government as 
evidenced by the hunger of the IRS - puts other interests on the back burner. 


There is another reason that I ran for Congress. I wanted Montanans to have a representative in Washington that 
understands - literally - what makes Montana work. 


Forget about the Fortune 500 companies. 
In Montana - and for that matter in all of America - the economic engine is powered by small business. Farms and 
‘ranches, main street merchants, small manufacturing concerns, construction companies, health care providers, our 


home town banks, you can go on and on. These are all examples of what makes Montana work. 


It follows that we have to maintain a climate in terms of federal tax policy that gives Montana businesses room to 
grow. 


That’s the reason and the rationale behind the first bills I introduced when I took the Congressional oath of office. 
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The Family Farm Tax Simplification Act, The Income Averaging Act, Capital Gains and Death Tax Reform Act. 
In each case - common sense legislation to correct IRS excesses. 


Take the IRS ruling on deferred payment contracts. Make the contract one year - get paid the next. Leave it to 
the IRS not only to treat the contracts as taxable in the year made - but to also make their new rule retroactive to 
1986. I don’t know what a person can do now to change what they did in 1986. That’s hardly fair, is it? I 
introduced a bill to force the IRS to rescind its ruling. 


The principle behind my proposals - simple - a tax basis that’s sensitive to small enterprises - family farms - family 
businesses - and to get the IRS off our backs. 


In my small business, we tried to have a family-like atmosphere. We had flexible hours and family leave. Not 
because the government required it - but because we all wanted to be able to spend time with our families and 
provide good service to our customers, too. 


If my employees had a parent teacher conference, or a soccer game, doctor’s appointment, or some other family 
need - we had a simple arrangement - go and make up the time later. Problem is, the Department of Labor says 
that probably was not legal. 


So, I helped sponsor a new law to make it legal - let employers and employees work together to choose whether 
they want overtime or comp time. Freedom for workers and employers to make choices based on their families 
rather than some bureaucrat’s rules. 


In the last Congress we began to change welfare from a handout to a hand up. In this Congress we are working 
to change public housing programs to empower residents to improve their neighborhoods and to improve their lives 


in the process. 


The goal? Freedom from violence. Freedom from fear. Freedom from despair. Freedom to dream. Freedom 
to save. Freedom to achieve. 


A fellow by the name of Tom Lewis testified in support of the new housing law I’m co-sponsoring. You don’t 
know Tom, but I wish I could have brought him here today to meet you. 


Tom is a retired DC cop. When he turned in his badge, he didn’t buy a fishing boat to ride out his retirement. 
Instead he traded his badge for a turned collar and started a program called the Fishing School. And it doesn’t have 
that name because he teaches fishing. It has that name because Tom believes in the adage that you give a man a 


fish and you feed him for a day - you teach him to fish and he feeds himself for a lifetime. 


The Fishing School isn’t located in the parts of Washington that you will visit when you’re there sightseeing. Even 
the police avoid the "bombed out" area of Washington near the Fishing School. 


You see, Tom Lewis also follows the example of the Man from Galilee and is casting his net among the forgotten.

He came 
to ask for the freedom to begin to change his neighborhood. To take over abandoned properties so he can expand 
The Fishing School. And so others like Tom have that same chance. 

That’s why I am going to help Tom. 


Less government - lower taxes - more freedom. 


I don’t have to tell you in this room about these principles. You have been hard at work applying them here in the 
Montana legislature as well. 


I often brag to my colleagues about our work of lowering taxes, shrinking government and creating more freedom. 
Actually repealing laws. 


It’s my view that you and I are working toward the same goals, based on the same principles - here in Helena and 
in Washington.

House Bill 195 requires, among other things, that state agencies pay $45 each time they file with a clerk of court 
a warrant for distraint, a certificate of lien, or an abstract of an administrative order. 


I do not disagree with the substance of the bill. However, its operation will result in projected additional costs to 
agency budgets of over $280,000 for the biennium. This is a sum that current agency budgets cannot absorb, and, 
since there is no funding provided in the bill, I am offering an amendment to the bill to prevent the law from 
becoming effective unless there is an appropriation for adequate funding. 


It is my understanding that Representative Tash, the bill’s sponsor, understands the need for the amendment.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return House Bill 384, "AN ACT EXCLUDING FROM INHERITANCE TAXES ANY INTEREST IN 
AND THE REAL PROPERTY AND TANGIBLE PERSONAL PROPERTY OF CLOSELY HELD 
BUSINESSES THAT ARE TRANSFERRED TO THE LINEAL DESCENDANTS OF THE DECEDENT’S 
GRANDPARENTS; AMENDING SECTIONS 72-16-101, 72-16-453, AND 72-16-455, MCA; AND 
PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE AND A RETROACTIVE APPLICABILITY DATE." 


House Bill 384, which provides an exemption from inheritance taxes for certain property, is effective immediately 
upon passage and approval and is retroactive to estates of persons who die after December 31, 1996. Based upon 
a Department of Revenue sampling of recently-filed inheritance tax returns, it is estimated that House Bill 384 would 
reduce inheritance taxes by at least $1.1 million per year. 


Due to the projected increase in expenditures for juvenile and adult corrections that are essential to the preservation 
of public safety and the prevention of crime, education costs in the next biennium that have not been provided for, 
the decrease in estimated revenues reflected in House Joint Resolution 2, and a higher ending fund balance than was 
maintained in previous bienniums, it is not possible at this time to conclude that there are sufficient revenues to both 
provide for a tax reduction proposed by House Bill 384 and fund necessary state services at a proper level. 
Therefore, I am returning House Bill 384 with a proposed amendment that it not become effective until January 1, 
2000, so that there will be no diminution of revenues during the coming biennium.

(2) "Advanced services" means high-speed (56 kbps and above), dedicated or switched, broadband 
telecommunications capability that enables users to originate and receive high-quality voice, data, graphics, 
and video telecommunications using any technology. 

(3) "Health care provider" means any one of, or a consortium of, the following institutions located in 
Montana: 

(a) postsecondary educational institutions offering health care instruction; 

(b) community health care centers or health centers providing health care to migrants; 

(c) local health departments or agencies; 

(d) community mental health centers; 

(e) not-for-profit hospitals; and 

(f) rural health clinics. 

(4) "Library" means a library located in Montana that is eligible for participation in state-based plans for 
funds under Title III of the Library Services and Construction Act (20 U.S.C. 335c, et seq.). 

(5) "School" means: 

(a) an elementary school or secondary school that meets the definition set forth in subsections (14) and (25), 
respectively, of section 14101 of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 8801) 
and that does not have an endowment of more than $50 million; or 

(b) a bureau of Indian affairs elementary and secondary school. 

(6) "Tribal college" means a college recognized by the United States government as a tribal college. 


NEW SECTION. Section 223. Interim universal access program -- public access points. At aminimum, 
all public access points must provide the general public access to advanced telecommunications services 
that are not subscription-based. The access must be provided free of charge and at convenient hours on a 
walk-in basis. Public access points may offer subscription- based services, such as electronic mail, but are 
not required to administer these types of services. 


NEW SECTION. Section 224. Interim universal access program -- funded services -- application for 
services. (1) The universal access program provides funding through discounts only for advanced services 
for use by public access points, schools, tribal colleges, libraries, and health care providers approved by 
the administrator. 

(2) The first priority of the program is to provide funding for at least one public access point in each 
Montana community. Subject to available funding, the program shall also provide funding for advanced 
services to schools, tribal colleges, libraries, and health care providers. 

(3) The administrator shall establish discount levels for services in each of the following categories: 

(a) public access points; 

(b) education services to schools and tribal colleges for distance learning, electronic access to educational 
resources, and electronic delivery or reception of educational programming; 

(c) library services for libraries not serving as public access points for electronic access to information and 
library services; and 

(d) rural health services to rural health care providers for access to similar services as urban health care 
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providers and to ensure electronic access to health care services. 

(4) To receive discounted services under the interim universal access program, public access providers, 
schools, tribal colleges, libraries, and health care providers shall apply for the discounts. The application 
must be accompanied by a resolution of support from the governing body of the appropriate city, county, 
or tribal government in which the applicant is located. 


NEW SECTION. Section 225. Interim universal access program -- services provided at discounts -- 
reimbursements. (1) Telecommunications carriers shall provide advanced services to eligible users at 
specified discounts. The amount of the discount must be reimbursed to the provider from the interim 
universal access account established in [section 26]. 

(2) Except as provided in subsection (3), the advanced discount is equal to 50% of the best cost rate 
available to any business customer for an equivalent of one 56 kbps dedicated circuit to the nearest access 
point for the requested service. However, the cost to the eligible user may not exceed $100 a month. 
(3) If funds from the interim universal access account are not sufficient to fully reimburse for discounts 
authorized in subsection (2), the amount of the discounts to each eligible user must be reduced 
proportionally. 

(4) Even if best cost rates available to any business customer increase by more than 5%, the amount 
payable by an eligible user may not increase by more than 5% during the period from [the effective date 
of this section] to January 1, 2000. ; 
(5) Subject to restrictions in federal law, if interstate universal access services are established by the 
federal communications commission, federal funding for universal access services must be used to reduce 
state funding for intrastate services.

(b) set the date after the end of a fiscal quarter that the quarterly payment must be made; 

(c) . provide for recordkeeping by telecommunications providers subject to the surcharge; and 

(d) provide methods to pay the surcharge, including offsets of surcharges owed against discounted services 
to be reimbursed, and to pay refunds of overpayment of the surcharge. 

(3) (a) The collection of a surcharge under this section is subject to: 

(i) the deficiency assessment, review, interest, and penalty provisions of 15-53-105; 

(ii) the penalty and interest for delinquency and waiver provisions of 15-53-111;

(iv) the warrant for distraint provisions of 15-53-113; and 

(v) the statute of limitations provisions of 15-53-115.

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or literally to the tax, refer, for the purposes of this section, to the surcharge imposed by this section.

(vi) the probable significant adverse environmental impacts of the proposed use of water as determined 
by the department pursuant to Title 75, chapter 1, or Title 75, chapter 20. 

(5) The department may not approve a change in purpose of use or place of use for a diversion that results 
in 4,000 or more acre-feet of water a year and 5.5 or more cubic feet per second of water being consumed 
unless: 

(a) the applicant proves by clear and convincing evidence and the department finds that the criteria in 
subsections (2) and (4) are met; and 

(b) the department then petitions the legislature and the legislature affirms the decision of the department 
after one or more public hearings. 

(6) The state of Montana has long recognized the importance of conserving its public waters and the 
necessity to maintain adequate water supplies for the state’s water requirements, including requirements 
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for reserved water rights held by the United States for federal reserved lands and ‘in trust for the various 
Indian tribes within the state’s boundaries. Although the state of Montana also recognizes that, under 
appropriate conditions, the out-of-state transportation and use of its public waters are not in conflict with 
the public welfare of its citizens or the conservation of its waters, the following criteria must be met before 
out-of-state use may occur: 

(a) The department and, if applicable, the legislature may not approve a change in appropriation right for 
the withdrawal and transportation of appropriated water for use outside the state unless the appropriator 
proves by clear and convincing evidence and, if applicable, the legislature approves after one or more 
' public hearings that: 

(i) depending on the volume of water diverted or consumed, the applicable criteria and procedures of 
subsection (2) or (4) are met; 

(ii) the proposed out-of-state use of water is not contrary to water conservation in Montana; and 

(iii) the proposed out-of-state use of water is not otherwise detrimental to the public welfare of the citizens 
of Montana. 

(b) In determining whether the appropriator has proved by clear and convincing evidence that the 
requirements of subsections (6)(a)(ii) and (6)(a)(i1i1) will be met, the pnt and, if applicable, the 
legislature shall consider the following factors: 

(i) whether there are present or projected water shortages within the state of Montana; 

(ii) whether the water that is the subject of the proposed change in appropriation might feasibly be 
transported to alleviate water shortages within the state of Montana; 

(iii) the supply and sources of water available to the applicant in the state where the applicant intends to 
use the water; and 

(iv) the demands placed on the applicant’s supply in the state where the applicant intends to use the water. 
(c) When applying for a change in appropriation right to withdraw and transport water for use outside the 
state, the applicant shall submit to and comply with the laws of the state of Montana governing the 
appropriation and use of water. 

(7) For any application for a change in appropriation right involving 4,000 or more acre-feet of water a 
year and 5.5 or more cubic feet per second of water, the department shall give notice of the proposed 
change in accordance with 85-2-307 and shall hold one or more hearings in accordance with 85-2-309 prior 
to its approval or denial of the proposed change. The department shall provide notice and may hold one 
or more hearings upon any other proposed change if it determines that such a change might adversely affect 
the rights of other persons. 

(8) The department or the legislature, if applicable, may approve a change subject to such terms, 

conditions, restrictions, and limitations as it considers necessary to satisfy the criteria of this section, 

including limitations on the time for completion of the change. The department may extend time limits 
specified in the change approval under the applicable criteria and procedures of 85-2-312(3). 

(9) Upon actual application of water to the proposed beneficial use within the time allowed, the 
appropriator shall notify the department that the appropriation has been completed. The notification must 
contain a certified statement by a person with experience in the design, construction, or operation of 
appropriation works describing how the appropriation was completed. 

(10) If achange is not completed as approved by the department or legislature or if the terms, conditions, 
restrictions, and limitations of the change approval are not complied with, the department may, after notice 
and opportunity for hearing, require the appropriator to show cause why the change approval should not 
be modified or revoked. If the appropriator fails to show sufficient cause, the department may modify or 
revoke the change approval. 

(11) The original of a change approval issued by the department must be sent to the applicant, and a 
duplicate must be kept in the office of the department in Helena. 
(12) A person holding an issued permit or change approval that has not been perfected may change the 
place of diversion, place of use, purpose of use, or place of storage by filing an application for change
